The McPherson County Board of Commissioners met as per adjournment of January 13, 2021, for their
regular monthly meeting. Notice of meeting having been published in the Stapleton Enterprise, issue
dated February 4, 2021. Vice-Chairman Arensdorf called the meeting to order at 9:05 AM. Board
members John Bryant and Jeff Arensdorf were present.

Leo Dailey was present and discussed replacing the outhouse toilets in the Tryon park. Leo will inquire

about the cost of renting one and disposing of the old units.

At 9:30 AM the commissioners met with a representative from the Healing Hearts and Families Diversion
Program. Representative Jessica presented the board members with information about a Multi-County
Three Year Juvenile Services Plan. If awarded, this proposal will allow Healing Hearts & Families to
employ Diversion Specialists, responsible for implementing strategies to address the most urgent
priorities identified in their Juvenile Services Plan, with a focus on implementing a diversion program
along with drug/alcohol and bullying prevention activities for youth. Bryant made a motion to sign a
Memorandum of Understanding with the program. Arensdorf seconded. Voting Aye: Bryant and
Arensdorf. Voting Nay: None. Absent: Nason.
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The commissioners discussed roads with Ed Black. Ed reports that the Road Department has completed 6
auto-gates. There are now a total of 7 auto-gates ready to be installed throughout the county. Also
discussed was the need for replacement tires on the back of the drag tractor. These tires will be replaced
when needed.

Ed discussed the current condition of the dump and the tree pile in Tryon. The county will look into
renting a roll-off container to clean up items which have been placed at the dump. There are many items
being taken to the dump which are not supposed to be dumped at that location.

The gate to the tree pile will be closed beginning March 1st. There will be a lock on the gate and a sign
directing citizens to call Ed Black or Tom Burch if they need access to the tree pile. The gate will be open
on the first Saturday of each month beginning in April. The County requests that TREES ONLY be dumped
in the tree pile. There will be a separate pile for grass clippings.

There was a Request for Road Work for building a road leading to a new residence which is under
construction off of N. Mail Road in Ward Estates. The county will begin the process of drawing up an
easement for the landowner to sign. The request will be re-visited in March, for possible addition to the
Road Plan.

The West end of Hall Church Road, where it intersects with Highway 97 was examined and discussed.
This area may be involved in the Highway 97 Project which is going to be completed by the State
Department of Transportation.

At 10:00 AM, the annual One & Six Year Road Plan Hearing was held in the courtroom. Those present
were, Jeff Arensdorf, John Bryant, Whitney Lindstedt, Tom Werblow , Ed Black and Kathy Hoberg.
Everyone was given a pamphlet containing the forms and details of the plan. Tom Werblow addressed the
board about the plan. Arensdorf made a motion to adopt and sign Resolution #2021-11 adopting the
One & Six Year Road Plan for 2021. Bryant seconded. Voting Aye: Arensdorf and Bryant. Voting Nay:
None. Absent: Nason. The hearing was closed at 10:30 AM.

Caleb Johnson was present and addressed the commissioners about the upcoming budget season. Bryant
moved to sign a two-year agreement with Johnson for preparation of the budget documents and
summaries and submission of the document to the Nebraska Auditor of Public Accounts. The fee to the
county will be $1700.00 plus mileage for each fiscal year. Arensdorf seconded. Voting Aye: Bryant and
Arensdorf. Voting Nay: None. Absent: Nason.

There was a Safety Committee Meeting held with presentation of Covid Safety Measures given by Tom
Werblow. Present for the meeting were, Jeff Arensdorf, John Bryant, Whitney Lindstedt, Kathy Hoberg
and Ed Black.

Motion made by Bryant, seconded by Arensdorf to adopt and sign Resolution #2021-8, authorizing the
County Attorney and McPherson County Sheriff to retain Jon S. Schroeder on a per case basis to represent
the County when the County Attorney is unavailable and in the event the County Attorney has a conflict of
interest that prevents her from representing McPherson County. Voting Aye: Bryant and Arensdorf.
Voting Nay: None. Absent: Nason.

Bryant moved to adopt and sign Resolution #2021-10 Agreement between the County of McPherson
and State of Nebraska, Department of Transportation, concerning the improvement project of Highway
N-97. Arensdorf seconded. Voting Aye: Bryant and Arensdorf. Voting Nay: None. Absent: Nason.

Kathy Hoberg, McPherson County Assessor, presented the board with a Tax List Correction for Personal
Property Schedule #600044066. There was a clerical error on the schedule which requires a correction
to the Tax Roll. The Correction was signed by Vice-Chairman Arensdorf.
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Whitney Lindstedt, McPherson County Attorney, discussed with the commissioners, a McPherson/Logan
County Interlocal Agreement on a county road located 10 %2 miles North of Highway 92. John Bryant will
contact a Logan County Commissioner to discuss this agreement.

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 11:15 AM. The board will meet again for
their next regular monthly meeting on March 10, 2021.
